Descriptive Title and Reference to Provisional: 

Reference is made to my prior filed provisional patent applied entitled "Dish Cleaner Hanging Device"; 
serial number 60/4 1 7,25 1 filed October 9, 2002. 

Background: 

Be h known that I, Trecia A. Scribner, a citizen of the Untied States, residing in Almont, in the county of 
Lapeer and State of Michigan, have invented certain new and useful improvements in Kitchen Cleaning 
Hanging Devices and I do hereby declare that the following is a full, clear and exact description of the 
invention of which form a part of this specification. 

Summary: 

My invention is embodied in a cradle device for holding in place a handled utility object such as a soap 
filled handled sponge for use in the kitchen for cleaning purposes. In one embodiment, the cradle device is 
formed of wire coated with rubber or same can be molded of synthetic resin. 

Description of Drawings: 

Reference is made to Figures 1-10: 

Figure 1 is a perspective view of one embodiment of my invention. Said embodiment (1) includes a front 
hanger section (2), a rear support section (4) for hanging handled utility object, and holder elements (12) 
for holding handled utility object (through tension and friction). The rear support (4) is coupled to the 
holder elements (12), which are coupled to a crossbeam section (14), which lies across the top of a kitchen 
sink divider. The crossbeam section (14) is further coupled to die front hanger section (2). 

Figure 2 is an elevational view there of; 

Figure 3 is a front view there of; 

Figure 4 is a top plane view there of; 

Figure 5 is a side elevational view illustrating the cradle device suspended from the divider wall of a double 
kitchen sink. 

Figures 6-10 are respective alternate embodiments of my invention. 

Figure 6 is a perspective view of a cradle (30) having a hanger section (32), and a support section (34) 
coupled together through a crossbeam section (36). This embodiment includes a seat (38) so that handled 
utility object to lie horizontally across. 

Figure 7 also includes a cradle (50) having a seat (52) similar to the one in Figure 6. Figure 7 also includes 
a hook (54) coupled directly to the seat (52) for attachment to a faucet. 

Figure 8 includes a cradle with suction cups (62) for attachment to a sink. The suction cups are attached to 
a rear bar (60), which is coupled to cradle elements (64) similar to those in Figure 1 . 

Figure 9 includes a cradle (80) adapted for attachment to an alternate counter edge (82). The cradle (80) 
includes a holder lip (84) coupled to the cradle (80) shaped to attach to a counter edge (82). 

Figure 10 includes a cradle (90) having eye-lets (92) attached to a rear bar (94) through which mounting 
screws may be applied to attach the cradle (90) to, for example, a wooden cupboard. 



Contributions (Detailed Description): 



As mentioned above, the invention provides a simple and inexpensive, yet highly efficient and desirable 
means for cradling a handled utility object such as a soap filled handled sponge within the confines of a 
sink by means of the sink's divider thereby promoting sanitation and eliminating the soap filled handled 
sponge from lying in the bottom of the sink in a puddle of soapy, bacteria filled water, or from resting in 
the same in an apparatus that resides on the countertop. 

It is also within the scope of the invention to provide an article of manufacture, which will be 
comparatively simple, non-encumbering and inexpensive in construction, which may be readily 
manufactured or formed from a lightweight metal or wire or molded from plastic which will be convenient, 
serviceable, and practical and efficient in its* use. The invention may be flexible and can alternately be 
used to hold various other objects such as soap or dishtowels. The invention may also be secured to faucets 
or drawers or other structure. 

The invention is useful, practical and economical. It promotes sanitation, deters waste, is versatile, 
aesthetic and will find ready acceptance to users in every household. 

The embodiments shown in Figures 1*5 and Figure 8 show that the joiner means is a range in respect to the 
side portions pressed into the sponge sides of the soap filled handled sponge and cradle it by means of its 9 
operative end disposed substantially vertical. 

The embodiments shown in Figures 6, 7, 9 and 10 show that the joiner means is a range in respect to the 
soap filled handled sponge and cradle it by means of its' handle disposed substantially horizontal.
